All freshmen are reuired to vote in 
campus elections. 

No freshman may walk on the 
grass.

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ONE OF THE mosi recent developments 
in the swift-moving educational tele- 
vision picture is the Federal Communi- 
cation Commission’s allocation of Chan- 
nel 2 at Andalusia to the Alabama Edu- 
cational Television Commission. 


With the addition of this third chan- 
nel, the state educational TV network 
will be able to reach 95 per cent of the 
population of Alabama. All three chan- 
nels are in the VHF (Very High Fre- 
quency) band, where most of the pres- 
ent commercial television station chan- 
nels are located. 


The educational television trans- 
mitters will be located at Andalusia 
(Channel 2), atop Cheaha Mountain 
near Munford (Channel 7), and Bir- 
mingham (Channel 10). 


With allocation of Channel 2 


Educational TV Will Cover Alabama _ 
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‘award the channel at Andalusia to 
the State of Alabama. Auburn’s Vice 
Executive Vice President David Mul- 
lins accompanied Raymond D. Hurl- 
bert, state Education TV Commission 
president, to Washington to present 
the Alabama case. 

The petition to the FCC pointed out, 
“A television station at this location 
would provide a program service, not 
intended solely for Andalusia and its 
environs, but to serve the entire area 
extending to Montgomery on the north, 
Dothan on the east, Mobile on the west 
and southwest, and the Gulf of Mexico 
on the South.” 

Complications arose when a Tallahas- 
see, Fla., TV station sought Channel 2 
for its commercial operations. After de- 
liberation, the FCC announced in late 


. September that the Alabama Educa- 


Programs produced in the studios at 
Auburn, the University of Alabama and 
in Birmingham will be sent to the three 
transmitters by micro-wave relay.

Auburn to get option 


IN THE EVENT that the commission 
ceases to operate Channel 2, API will 
have the right of option to take over and 
operate the installations under the FCC 
franchise, 

Experts estimated that Channels 7 
and 10 provided educational television 
coverage to two-thirds of the people in 
Alabama. Channel 2 extends the cover- 


age to 95 per cent of the people and 90 
per cent’ of the state’s area. 


State network 


EDUCATIONAL television was born in 
1952 when the FCC allocated 242 chan- 
nels to educational institutions and local 
communities for the exclusive use of 
education. 


The original allocation included five 
channels in Alabama, awarded to API, 
the University of Alabama, Birmingham, 
Mobile and Montgomery. 


The state government became in- 
terested, and studied the possibility of 
a statewide network combining the in- 
dividual channels. In 1953 the Ala- 
bama Legislature created an Alabama 
Educational Television Commission to 
create and operate a statewide net- 
work, and appropriated $500,000 for 
its use, \ 

Mr. Hurlburt and the four other mem- 
bers of the commission, including Rex 
Sikes, ’31, of. Luverne, studied a number 
of proposals before accepting the pres- 
ent plan for a state network. 

The *FGC ° granted permission to 
change the University’s transmitter from 
Tuscaloosa to Cheaha Mountain, the 
highest point in the state. Also needed 
for the state network was the entirely 
new allocation of Channel 2 at the more 
desirable location in Andalusia.

Experiment Station tests have shown 
that there are a number of adapted 
varieties of alfalfa which will thrive 
on Alabama’s farms These include 
Oklahoma common, Kansas common, 
Narragausett, Atlantic and Williams- 
burg. They are being grown success- 
fully on some 40,000 acres in the state. 


Oldest kind of research 


VARIETY TESTING is one of the old- 
est types of research conducted by the 
API Agricultural Experiment Station. 
In 1953, nearly 200 tests were conduct- 
ed at various locations in the state, 
ranging from the Tennessee Valley and 
Sand Mountain or’ the north to the Gulf 
Coast on the south, and from Auburn 
on the east to Aliceville and Winfield 
on the west. 


These tests included 14 on fiber crops, 
43 on grain crops, 19 on oil crops, 116 
on forages and 2 on sugar. The” follow- 
ing chart shows the scope of the field 
crop variety tests in Alabama in 1953; 
with the number of locations of tests 
for each crop:

Auburn Wins One, Drops Two

AFTER THE Tigers’ 1954 football sea- 
son was three games old, speculation 
was rife as to the outlook for the re- 
mainder of the schedule: The opener 
had been sufficiently impressive—Au- 
burn 45, Chattanooga 0—but then the 
upheaval began. 

An underrated pack of Florida ’Gators 
stunned the Tigers with a 19-13 upset, 
and seven days later underdog Kentucky 
pulled roughly the same trick, 21-14. 

Wise men around the conference 
nonetheless continued to hold the War 
Eagles in considerable esteem, owing 
to powerful offensive displays in 
every game. 


Auburn still had the potent passing 
duo fo Bobby Freeman-to-Jim Pyburn, 
and the latter, an All-America candi- 
date, was currently second in the SEC 
with 13 catches. Freeman, with 24 com- 
pletions for 36 attenmpts, was also a top 
contender for honors. 

Joe Childress was the leading Tiger 
runner, with 176 net yards and a 6.3 
yard average. Dave Middleton was 
second with 168 yards and a 9.7 average. 


Auburn 45, C hattanooga 0 


JORDAN’S X aggregation outscored the 
Y outfit, 25-20, with the hapless Mocas- 
sins serving as a mutual sparring part- 
ner in Cliff Hare Stadium Sept. 25.
